(For example, a Lawyers Weekly 
No. beginning with the digits “01-372” refers to the 
372nd case received that year from the U.S. Court of 


Appeals.) 


¢ The last two digits are the year in which the case 
was issued. Most of the cases in this index have a 
Lawyers Weekly No. ending with the number “96.”
